Burden 


"The Mounting Tax Burden'' is 


th» subject 01 a statement made by 
Thomas E. Lyons, chairman of the 
tax commission, in a bulletin pub- 
lished by the Wisconsin Bankers' 
association. 


Judge Lyons declares that nearly 


ninety percent of the tax burden of 
the state during the last fiscal year 
was controlled and expended by 
counties and local districts. He is- 
sues an appeal for rigid economy 
on part of public officials. 


Speaking of increased disburse- 


ments of the state, Chairman Lyons 
said that while some of the in- 
crease may be ascribed to substan- 
tial change in the price level, or the 
reduced purchasing power of the 
dollar, "it is sufficient to challenge 
attention and to require the most 
rigid economy on part of all public 
officials from the highest 
to- the 


lowest." 


Total receipts of the state gov- 


ernment for the vcar 
1922 were 


$179.181,089, as against $92.959,793 
for the year 1918, or an increase of 
92.76 percent during the four year 
period. The aggregate'expenditures

$173,370,868

ties. By their long experience they 
are able to determine what is nec- 
essary in the way of water supply 
and fire department protection in 
the various cities. The rating thac 
they establish determines the fire 
insurance cost. 


For the purpose of rating cities 


as to their ability to fight fires, a 
classification of ten steps has been 
adopted, the highest being class^ 1, 
which is applicable to cities -which 
have the best possible fire fighting 
facilities and in addition

Harrison Dempsey, heavyweight champion of the prize ring. 


Please note that aside from its rather robust dimensions 


and hard, leathery aspects, this fist is not an unusual speci- 
men.

You have seen larger fists on icemen and iron workers. 


Now that you recall it, the butcher's fist that wields the 
cleaver at the corner store is certainly more terrifying. 


And yet here is a fist—this one of Dempsey's—that tow- 


ers joints and knuckles above all the fists in the history of 
the world. For it is the first fist that ever earned a million 
dollars. 


What Other Fists Drew Down 


There have been other remarkable fists in the past. The 


ham-like fist of the great John L. which wrote the intro- 
ductory chapter? of man-fighting in America; the bone- 
crushing fist of Fitzsimmons, the high-speed-geared fist of 


Corbett and the rock-ribbed fist of tbe primitive Jeffries. 


But none of these fists had more than an elementary- 


training in the art of money-making, and they were handi- 
capped further by having flourished in the days of meager 
purees. Already the Dempsey fist has made almost twice 
as much as all the other heavyweight champions combined! 


Sullivan and Corbett fought for a punse of $25,000. Cor- 


bett and Fitz fought for $15,000, winner take all. Fitz 
fought Jim Hall for $40,000 in 1893, the largest purse of- 
fered up to that time. Offered is a better word than paid, 
for when Fitz went to collect the check was worthless. 


Millions Yet to Be Made 


Jeffries got $40,000 and a bonus of $10,000 for coming 


out of retirement to battle Johnson. The negro was paid 
$30 000 when he lost to Jess Willard at Havana. Willard, 
in turn, drew a flat guarantee of $100,000 for fighting 
Dempsey at Toledo. 
Tex Rickard promoted that fight and said he'd never risk 


offering such a sum to any fighter again. 


Since then, however, Rickard has paid Dempsey some- 


thing like a million dollars in cash for meeting Brennan, 
Carpentier and Firpo, and he is now eager to pay him an-" 
other million, and then some, to renew the Firpo feud mod 
follow it up with Harry Wills, the giant negro, who has 
been long clamoring for a crack at the crown. 


First Million Dollar Purse 


Dempsey will demand $700,000 for a return date with 


Firpo and a cool million for a Wills bout, and the probabili- 
ties are he will get what he demands. Another Firpo fight 
will draw big, a Wills fight will draw even bigger. 


The million-dollar fist is on the threshold of a golden 


harvest. It has already brought Dempsey a million from 
the prize ring. It is now bringing him another million in- 
the motion picture studios by virtue of a recent contract.. 
Pending bouts promise still another million or two. 


The 29-year-old champion has a chance to run his bank 


balance up to five million before he quits, or is knocked off.
